OFFICERS’ REPORT. 
TRYING TO RECONCILE 


DIFFERENCES. 


The Speaker asked if there was any official 
report on behalf of the delegation of officers. 

Commandant O’Hegarty, who had been ac- 
commodated with a seat in the House near the 
Speaker, then rose and read the following re- 
port :— 

“We, the undersigned five officers, who had 
signed the statement appearing in the Press on 

*y 2nd, were summoned to a meeting of the 
Dail Committee of ten at the Mansion House 
about 5 p.m. May 9th. 

“The situation, we were then informed, was: 

“Both the groups had submitted proposals, 
and of these the following points submitted by 
the Anti-Treaty side had been accepted by the 
other, viz. — 

“(a) That the 
judicial authority in 
derived solely from the Irish people. 

“(b) That Dail Eireann is the 
governing authority in [reland.” 

On the other hand, the Pro-Treaty group 

submitted the following :— 
_ “ Recognising the fact that the Treaty, hav- 
ing been approved by a majority of Dail 
Eireann, would in the circumstances be ac- 
cepted by the majority of the people if put 
as an isu at a (contested election, | 
and desiring to avoid such a contest and its 
attendant conflicts, we recommend that an 
agreed election without contests be held, and a 
Coalition Government be formed.”’ 

But the anti-Treaty group would not accept 
this proposal as it stood, and demanded the 
omission of the words :— 

“The Treaty ... . would, in the circum- 
stantes, be accepted by a majority of the people 
if put as an iesue at a contested election.” 

he anti-Treaty point of view, as expressed 
by Mr. Boland, was that, desirous of availing 
themselves to the full of the advantages of the 
Treaty, they were not prepared to agree to a 
settlement which, in their opinion, committed 
the people to acceptance of the Treaty as a 
settlement. 

The pro-Treaty point of view (put by Mr. 
O’Dwyer) was that they were not justified in 
taking any risk which might jeopardise the 
Treaty and lose its advantages, which the 
omission of the words objected to might do, 
and that the people should get some reason 
for the disfranchisement which an agreed elec- 
tion would entail.
